Chicago Relays 
Richards Narrowly Misses at 15-9 


Chicago, Mar 29—— Bob Richards again came close to a new 
world's indoor vault record in the Chicago Relays. Largest 
crowd of the indoor season, 17,596, saw Richards défeat Don 
Laz at 15'3%", go ower 15'4", and miss three times at 15'9$". 
On his third attempt he brushed the bar off as he released 
the pole. He has now cleared 15 feet 24 times. 

Warren Druetzler showed a tremendous kick to defeat Don 
Gehrmann in the Bankers Mile. Dewey Johnson of Drake set 
a fast pace after trailing Gehrmann's 59.1 and 2:01.2. 
Johnson led at 3/4 in 3:05.6. In the home stretch, Gehrmann 
swung wide to pass Johnson, while Druetzler rushed past both 
men. Gehrmann gave up and let Johnson have second place. 
Uruetzler's 4:09.7 was the sixth fastest time recorded in 
316 Bankers Miles. Johnson's time was 4:10.2. 

Gehrmann tried a comeback in the 1000 but ran a poor 34 
behind Lawton Lamb and Frank Duis.in a 2:15 race. 

Mel Whitfield again won the 600 in 1:11.2, defeating John 
Voight and Gene Cole. Curt Stone won the 2-mile in 9 flat, 
beating Ashenfelter by 25 yar@a@e. Kelly was third. Jim

Gehrmann, Druetzler, Sax are Stars 


Medison Square Garden, NY, Mar 22— Don Gehrmann ven 
the fastest 880 ever run on an ll-lap track, 1:51 flat, as 
he showed the way to a select field in a special Olympic 
Fund-raising meet. Gehrmann took the lead after two laps 
and gradually pulled away. His 440 time was 55.9. His 
time missed tne world's indoor mark by helf a second, but 
his 800m time of 1:50.1 was only a tenth off the. record. 

The opposition to Gehrmann was led by Princeton senior 
and erstwhile relay runner, Alben Raugh,. who clocked 1:52.8 
Reggie Pearman, who was badly shaken up in an auto accident 
on the way to the Garden, was never in the race. 

Warren Druetzler suddenly reverted to his championship 
form and blasted Fred Wilt from the track with a 4:08.2 mile 
fastest of the season. Wilt and Gene Haynes forced the pace 
at 59.6, 2:02.2, and 5:06.9, then Druetzler jumped Wilt with 
only a lap and a half left, and pulled away rapidly. 

‘Blond Ollie Sax slipped through a hole on the rail end 
won the 440 in 49.5, a new Garden record. 

Horace Ashenfelter was ready for another fast 2-mile 
but his opposition was not, so he coasted in with a 9104.5 
clocking to win by 75 yards.

Wizards of the Middle Distances 


by R.L.Quercetani 
xIv. 


"Long Jolin" Woodruff was to offer two final glimpses of his great po- 
tentialities in 1940, the year of his last campaign in the foot-racing 
department. After running two 8860's in 1:52.8 on the Madison Square 
Garden's eleven-lap indoor track, Woodruff smashed Borican's year-old 
indoor record on March 14, The Dertwouth College track was again the 
scene of a record-breaking campaign, climaxed by Woodruff's feat in a 
handicap halfmile event. Prior to the race "long John" had another ... 
handicap to shake off, namely a day-long train ride, having arrived 
in Henover late in the afternoon. In the race proper he poured it on 
from the start. Apart from that he gave no sig of effort though. After 
running the first quarter in 54 flat, he came home shead of all handi- 
cap men in 1:47.7 - the fastest halfmile ever run. His official time at 
800 meters was 1:47.0. 

During the outdoor season the Fast provided two young prospects of 
high caliber in the persons of Edward Burrowes of Princeton and James 
Lightbody Jr. of Harvard. The latter was the son of the Olympic hero’ 
of 1904, Lightbody won the first round from Burrowes in the Heptagonal 
Games, clocking 1:52.1, but had to bow to his rival two weeks later in 
the IC4A halfmile race at Harvard Stadium, Cagbridge. The Princeton 
sophomore won by virtue of the stronger of twd strong fiuishing drives, 
both runners being clocked in 1:52.2. Then, the following weekend, two 
sub-1:50 races were run within a 2l-hour span, On June 7, in the Comp- 
ton Invitational meet, Woodruff ran the 800 meters against Stanford's 
newest sensation, Paul Moore, who had hit the nation's headlines on 
April 17 by running 3/4 of a mile ina record-breaking 2:58.7. And Moore 
was in fact the only one to attempt to keep close to John. This last 
led from the start and ran the first 400 meters in a fast 52 flat. Moore 
stayed very close to Woodruff until the last 200 meters, when "Long 
John" pulled away and came in rather fresh considering the fast pace, 
His time — 1:48.6 - was to remain his fastest ever for a regulation 
outdoor track, though of course not on a par with his 1:47.8 of 1937 
over a distance of 798.47 meters. Moore was clocked in 1:49 flat. 

The following day in the Princeton Invitational meet, Burrowes met 
Campbell Kane of Indiana and Fd Buxton of Wisconsin, the leading Big 
Ten halfmilere, in a thrilling 880 race. James Kehoe of Maryland and 
Bill Dale, the West Coast champ from Canada, were also on hand. The 
Princeton ace was off in last place in a seven-man field. For some 
time he never looked like a possible winner, being in a terrific jam, 
In the backstretch of the final lep he started his bid, catapaiting 
from fifth to third. Then he set out after the leader, Kane.,He caught 
the Indiana star on the last turn and the two waged a terrific stretch 
battle. They were never more than a foot apart until Burrowes let out 
to win by four feet. His time —- 1:49.8 - constituted a new American 
college record. At the 800m post he had been clocked in 1:49.2, Kane 
was second in 1:49.9, Kehoe third in 1:50.9, Buxton fourth in 1:51.7 
end Bill Dale fifth in i:52.8. 

In the NCAA meet on June 22 at Minneapolis Kane turned the tables 
on Burrowes to win in 1:51.5. Paul Moore of Stanford was third and 
Kehoe fourth. This last won the 800m event in the AAU Junior Nationals 


at Freeno in 1:51.2, nosing out Moore. In the Senior event the following 
day veteran Charlie Beetham once again came through to win in 1351.1 
from Kane, Burrowes and Kehoe. 

In Burope track activity was on a reduced scale because of World 
War II, Even so Lanzi and Harbig ran some more spectacular races. The 
Italian had several clockings in the range 1:50/1:51 prior to his first 
clash of tho season with the wrld record holder. This last ran a 1:51.1 
800m in July, after leading from gun to tape, At Stuttgart on Ang. 3/4 
in the course of the Germany vs. Italy dual meet, the two again met 
in the 400m, 800m and 4x#00n relay, with Harbig invariably first at the 
tape. Qn the second day of the meet, the 800m was more or less a faith- 
ful copy of the memorable Milan race of 1939. Lanzi ran the first 400m 
in 53 secs. At the time Harbig was trailing, two meters back. With 200 
meters to go the German pulled away to win in a great 1:47.8, with Len- 
zi second in 1:49.3. 

In subsequent weeks Farbig ran a few more 00m races, in times 
ranging from 1:51 to 1:52. But he was sick the day of the return match 
between Italy and Germany, which was held at Turin. Lanzi was in 
"Bombenform" and won the 400m in 46.7, equaling his personal record, and 
the 800m in 1:50. A week later he anchored a 4x300m relay with another 
1:50 solo run! Then, on Sept. 29 at Como, he beat Harbig in a "tactical" 
race. Lanzi was not in the lead at 400m and waited till the last 200m 
before starting hie bid. Harbig, still not completely recovered from 
iliness and apparently uninspired, was for once helpless and finished 
second three yards back, Times ~ 1:54.2 and 1:54.7 | 

Unfortunately enough, the long-awaited 190 Olympics had to be 
cancelled. By the end of the year John Woodruff was in the U.S. Coast 
Artillery and Rudolf Harbig in the German Iuftwaffe. Track fans thus 
uissed seeing what from the looks of things would have been for certain 
the "800m of the Century" — en Olympic final with Harbig and Woodruff. 

I almost reglected to mention that both the Compton Invitational 
800m and the Princeton Invitational S8Oy were run around two full laps, 
which of course made the times even more noteworthy,

One-of the finest sportsmen in the game Weinberg has 
never had it easy through his track sida "He was No. 1 
high hurdles choice for our '48 Olympic squad, following a 
record 14.4, but illness in London mained his chances. 
Compatriot Peter Gardner took fifth place, came home to 
shatter Ray's record with 14.1. Tese two have had 
stirring battles since, and when thts season commenced, 
honors were about even. 

Weinberg, however, couldn't find form. He seemed to do 
everything wrong, and as the weeks slipped by, with his 
Olympic chances fading, he became more tensed up and worried 
But there was no moaning; only keenness to discuss his 
weaknesses. 

Then a two week break from training, plus the undoubted 
faith of an understanding wife (Attractive Shirley Weinberg 
is a former Victorian sprint champion) worked wonders to his 
form. First run for the new year produced 14.1 over 110m, 
while a week later he set a personal 100yds record of 9.8 
and beat Gardner again in 14,4. This he followed with his 
two 14 flat wins over Gardner in the national and state. 

In all these races Weinberg performed with an artistry 
he had never before revealed, although he has been a top- 
ranker since 1947, Previously, in any tight race against 
Gardner, he would clip hurdles all the way along the track, 
but now he doesn't so mch as touch one. Another great 
improvement is his starting. 

As a low hurdler, Weinberg attained world ranking early 
in 1950, when, racing around a full turn in Sydney, he clocis 
ed 23.5 to firmly establish a new Australian record. 

Weinberg manages his father's hotel at the tusy town of 
Kerang, 183 miles northwest of Melbourne. Ray and his wife 
set off by car late Friday afternoon. Saturday he competes 
in three or four events for his club, goes out for training 
with the boys Sunday morning, and drives home that afternoon 

Like many Australian athletes, Weinberg is largely a 
product of his own coaching. He took every opportunit 
possible to watch and talk to the Americans and coach Crom- 
well at London; and to Jim Gehrdes in Christchurch during 
the 1950 Centernary Games there. What he learned from these 
men has helped him tremendously, and he is grateful to them

The end of World War I marked the beginning of the gold- 
en age of sprinting. During the following decade such great 
speedsters as Morris Kirksey of Stanford, Loren Murchison and 
- Jackson V, Scholz of the N.Y.A.C., Chester Bowman of Syracus¢ 
' Roland A, Locke of Nebraska, Charley Paddock and Charley Bora 
of Southern California, Al Leconey of Lafayette, Frank Hussey 
eters the most famous of high school sprinters, and Robert 
llister the "Flying Cop," flashed across the American 
sprinting scene. 
Paddock was in the eyes of many greatest of them all, 
> but no respectable history of sprinting could be considered 
ip Sup without a chapter deditated to the dashing exploits 
of Jack Scholz. 
ss Scholz, a thin reed of a fellow weighing less than 135 
"pounds and standing 5 feet 8 inches did not look the part of 
sprinter. Running during a period when America had truly grea 
dashmen, he met them all and at one time or another trounced 
them all. . 
Scholz began his svrinting career as a 100-yard man. He 
was the first man officially to run 100 yards in 9.5 without 
the aid of wind. le accomplished this neat feat at Greensboro 
. Worth Carolina on May 9, 1925, Tenth-second timing was not 
given recognition in those days so Jackson's mark never did 
get into the books as a world record. s 
While at the University of Missouri (1918-1921) Scholz 
believed he had neither the speed nor the strength to succes- 


















200 meter championship at the Paris Olympics of 1924 and 
again placing in this event in the Amsterdam Games of 1928. 
Previously in 1920 Scholz reached the Olympic 100 meter final 
at Antwerp, Belgium. Four years later at Paris he was second 
in this event, beating such fine sprinters as Arthur Porritt 
of New Zealand and his own teammates, Bowman, Paddock and 
Murchison, The event was won by Harold Abrahams of Great 
Britain and the time of 10.6 equaled the Olympic record. 

Scholz won the Penn and Drake Relays(of 1918) 100-yard 
dash and again won the event in the Drake Relays of 1920, 
beating top men in each race. In 1924 Jack set a new 200- 
meter record of 21 flat. This was recognized as a world mark | 
despite the fact Paddock had run 220 yerds in 20.8 back in 
1921. 

Paddock, who competed with Scholz many times, tells us 
that Jackson had a peculiar running form all his own. "He 
kmew how to ‘turn on the heat’ as no other sprinter, Watch- 
ing him you realized when he put on the pressure because he 
had a habit of laying his head over on his right shoulder as 
he started the drive for the string, Though it spoiled the 
beauty of his form it never interfered with his running." 

As sprinters before him contributed certain definite 
assets to the game such as competitive ability, stride rhythn, 
smoothness of form, etc., Paddock asserts Scholz made a con- 
tribution in judfment of pace which has never since been equal- 
led. (Paddock made this statement in 1935.) Sez Paddock: "He 
knew exactly what he could do and at the same time he had a 
very definite estimation of the speed of every competitor he 
faced and knew the right moment in which to make his drive for 
victory. In his hundreds of races Scholz hardly if ever dis-
